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A TOUR OF EUROPE BY AUTOMOBILE 

After having spent several days in the Rhineland and 
Westphalia, I rejoined our touring party at Brussels, having 
intended to accompany them to Paris and to London. 

However, upon the pressing entreaty of two priests 
who returned to their native land to retire after many years 
of arduous work in the United States, I agreed to leave the 
party again and to be their guests in Belgitim for a week, 
and to take the S. S.:“Pennland” from Antwerp instead of 
from Southampton. I did not regret my decision, for 
these priests entertained me in a manner which will long be 
remembered. 

Together we visited Ostende and Nieuport, the scene of 
four years of violent warfare between the Belgian and Ger- 
man soldiers. Here 40,000 Belgians lost their lives while 
making a determined and successful effort to keep the Ger- 
mans from taking Dunkirk, France. only a few miles distant. 
We walked fully half a mile in the trenches which the sol- 
diers of Belgium occupied during their warfare. They are 
preserved as a war memoria! by the government. 

Belgium is slowly recovering from the depression of the 
war, though its franc, formerly worth 20c, is now-worth less 
than 8c. Wages are low, and the prices high beyond al! pro 
portion to the wages. Clothing and merchandise are nearly 
as high as in the States, vet 35 francs, or $1.00 a day, is re- 
garded as fairly good remuneration. Good housekeepers 
are paid about $1.00 a week. 

Socialism, taking advantage of the situation, has had 
considerable success, though in the elections held recently 
it had a slight setback. The Catholi¢s are well organized 
against Communism and aggressive infidelity. and their 
representatives lead in the House of Congress. Many Cath- 
olic ‘dailies are published in Belgium and Catholic farmers 
have a strong national! organization. A movement to sep- 
arate Flanders in the north from Walloon in the south was 
administered a crushing defeat. Flanders contains sixty- 
five per cent of Belgium's population, and its people, for the 
most part, speak the Flemish language. In Walloon the 
French language predominates. There the Socialists are 
most numerous. 

On the afternoon of June 7, the two priests referred to 
accompanied me to Antwerp, where I said good-bye to 
Europe after a very enjoyable visit of nine weeks. 

The “Pennland” sailed up the river Scheldt, then into 
the British Channel, where, after an all-night ride, I met at 
Southampton the people with whom I had gone to Europe, 
to return with them to the land we all love. 


LESS COSTLY EQUIPMENT BUT FAR MORE 
PATRONS. 


John T. Flynn. who writes an article in the July num- 
ber of the Forum dealing with “Religion and Business,” 
maintains that the Protestant churches cater to the wealthy, 
and that clergymen cultivate the interests of the rich men, 
placing them on their Church Boards, on their Sunday 
School staffs, etc. Then he calls attention to the investment 
per church member of al! Protestant churches in Manhattan, 
and contrasts the same with the investment per member of 
Catholic churches in the same area. He says: 

“In Manhattan the plant of all Protestant communions 
averages nine hundred dollars a member. The Catholic 
establishment averages sixty-six dollars a member. And 
the latter includes not merely churches, but hundreds of 
schools, colleges, hospitals, asylums, convents, and chub- 
houses. 

“In the Protestant churches these sums are raised 
largely through the munificence of a few wealthy patrons. 
In the Catholic church they are collected in small bits from 
the masses of its devotees. The effect in each case is some- 
what different. The policy of the Protestant churches has 
set the preachers to running after rich men. That of the 
Catholic Church has tended to subordinate piety in the 
priesthood to the hardier and more indispensable virtues of 
practica) business capacity.” [Of course, we deny his charge 
against the Catholic priesthood. The complaint among our- 
selves is that Catholic seminarians overlook the business side

It was his most power- 
ful weapon in winning souls back to 
God. His nights were spent in prayer, 
and his days in tireless work and 
preaching. Countless souls were won 
back to the Faith and three times he 
brought the dead back to life. It was 
on August 6th., 1221, at the age of 
51, our Saint was called to his hea- 
venly reward.

THINGS WE SEE IN A 
CATHOLIC CHURCH 


In every well built church, the 
first thing that strikes your eye 
on entering, is the altar. By 
“well-built” I mean, there should 
be nothing to interefere with 
your view of the altar, and no 
decorations nor statues to dis- 
tract you from the altar. 

Altars are built of stone, mar- 
ble, wood or composition. They 
occupy the center of the sanctu- 
ary, and are at the end opposite 
the main door of the church. 
Every altar should be visible 
from all parts of the church so 
that those present at holy Mass 
may follow the priest in the cere- 


monies. 

In the temple of Jerusalem, by 
God’s own command, there was 
an altar in the sanctuary; and 
St. Paul, in the New Law, says

This 
tabernacle sets on the table of 
the altar in the center, and is 
surmounted by a crucifix. On 
either side of the tabernacle 
should be three large candles.
